If Tax Is Knocked Out Work '
on the New Public Bulld-

The time of beginning work on Clat-
sop county’s new court house will de- .
pend upon the outcome of a test case
mow pending In the supreme court of
Oregon, The sult was Instituted in
Multnomah county to try out the law
passed at the last séssion of the legls-
lature providing for two tax levies in
104, In the lwer court Judge Cle-
land declded against the county, and,
if be is upheld, there will be but one
Jlevy In 1904,

Oregon counties have always béeen
one year in arrears in the collection of
tuxes, the 1902 assessment, tor instance,
belng levied In 1903, The last legisla-
ture determined to remedy this alleged
defect mand passcd o law authorizing
the several countles to make two lev-
Ilew In 1004; The blll provided that col-
lections on the 1902 roll should be made
In January, 1%4, and (hat a second levy
should be mmade immediately thereafler,

It was contended by pome attorneys
that the bl was unconstitutional in
making these provisions and the test
was Instituted by mutuil sagreement,
The remonsirators held that only one
Jevy could be made In a year, and the
decision If Judge Cldand has been In
thelr favor, The old law and new con-
fiiet In some respects and this diserep-
aney has resulted in the legal entangle-
ment, .

Governor Chamberinin recently said
thist thers would be but one remedy In
the event of Judge Cleland’'s decigion
belng upheld by the supréems court—
an extra legislative session. The gov-
ernor la on record nguinst a special ses-
wlon, and whether or not he would con-
sider the emergency gtave enough to
convens the lawmakers In extra session
Is o question. An extra session would
necesaltate special electiong in  four
eounties, one of which I8 Clatsop, whose
state senalor resigned to become a
United States senator. A =pecial
election would cost this county nearly
Fubd, so the pr;m:m-t of a possible ex-
trn leglsintive sesslon does not apprtal
favarnbly to Clatsop's officials.

There I8 now §8000 In the court
hruse fund, and o two-mill levy on the
1903 roll wowld net an additional $0000,
which, if the new tax law I8 upheld,
would be availuble early In 1904, 'With
$15.0 the county court would gom-
mence work on the court house and I
enuld be finished in two years, The de-
¢i=ton of the supreme court is therefore
anxlously awalted.,
